His purposes In this course are clear. One 
is almply to eliminate any doubts aboutAla 
position In the political spectrum. Aojrther 
and probably overriding aim Is to appen! to 
those conservative GOP convention, delegates 
whose votes he may need at tho Chicago 
convention. 
F or there can be no question that Elsen- 
^TOWBrr^JrlraB^ob-at-thls-5taB0^3■^o-w!n-fiup-- 
port , among Republicans who alone can 
nominate him. Whether you grant his broad 
appeal to Independents and some Democrats 
or not, that Is really largely beside the point 
xlght now. He is running as a Republican. 

Beyond doubt this same effort Is coloring 
his meetlnes with the various state delega- 
tions who come to see him.

Who can say If this bid to Republicans 
will be effective?

But ti\9 fact that he determined upon this 
strategy makes plain a second point about 
Elsenhower, the political candidate. That Is 
that he hu embraced his new task with full 
energy.

He has en- 
tered the scramble with' a will. 

That ta a healthful sign, for It means that 
between now and July 7 the American people 
will sec two fighting candidates, Elsenhower 
and Senator Talt, locked in earnest struggle 
right to the wire. 

Elsenhower has sought also to allay fears 
that as a soldier he would be unfit lor politi- 
cal life. Understandably, he has stressed his- 
belief m the parflmount place ol the civilian 
In American affairs.

to answer other criticisms leveled against 
him while he was overseas.

AH these things underline the wholeheart- 
ed character of his bid for the nomination. 
He Is plugging hard for it, not sitting back 
and waiting for It to come. 

Whether or not he gets It, one aspect of 
the man can be appreciated by all Anyjrlcans, 
Including hU most confirmed opponents.
